The creation of Hve and her 
relation to the first Adam is a 
beautiful type of the Church and 
its relation to Christ, the second 
Adam. The person, offices, and 
work of Christ were not only 
predicted by the prophets, who 
all bear witness to Him, but a 
variety of striking types shad- | 
owed Him forth. Hence, Christ is 
called the truth, the second 
Adam, ete. That is the exem- 
plification of whgt before had 
been exhibited ih figure, The 
term type as one observes, sig- 
nifies the mark of impression 
made by one thing upon an- 
other; but the term is usually 
used to denote a_ prefigurative 
action, or occurance in which 
event, person, or circumstance 
is intended to represent another, 
similar to it in certain respects, 
but future and distant. 


Your attention is called to the 
fact that Adam was a type of 
Christ who was later called the 
second Adam. It must be ob- 
served, however, that none of 
the personal types could com- 
pletely represent the Christ in 
every sense of the Word, for it 
is said that no types are perfect, 
or fully represent the Christ who, 
is declared to be all and in all. 
The Holy Scriptures in referring 
to Adam reads, “Who is the fig- 
ure of him that was.to come.” 
Rom. 5:14. It is also observed 
that Eve is a beautiful type of 
the Church, tho not representing 
it fully and completely. 


You will consider the manner 
and method employed in bring- 
ing: her into a living existence. 
“And the Lord God caused a 
deep sleep to fall upon Adam, 
and he slept: and he took one of 
his ribs, and closed up the flesh 
instead thereof; and the rib, 
which the Lord God had taken 
from man, made he a woman, 
and brought her unto the man.” 
Gen. 2:21, 22. God had _ al- 
most completed the great work 
of creation, bringing the living 
creatures into existence, formed 
from the dust of the earth, hav- 
ing already constituted a human 
being in His own image which 
at that time was the crowning 
work of creation.““And the Lord 
God said, It is not good that the 
man should be alone; I. will 
make him an help-meet for him.” 
Gen. 2:18. Then it was that he 
put a deep sleep on Adam and 

‘ while he slept, that great work 
of bringing the woman, who was 
to be his bride, came into exist- 
ence. Christ, the second Adam 
was in the deep sleep of death 
when His side was: pierced and 
his blood so freely flowed for us. 
This was in reality the purchase 
price of the Church. If the 
value and our appreciation of an. 
article is to be determined by the 
purchase price, surely our ap- 
preciation of the Church would 


value inestimable. I fear that 
many of us place too low an es- 
timate on the Church: It also 
seems to be the disposition of 
many to lower the standard to 
fit our common customs, ideas, 
and opinions rather than putting 
ourselves to the trouble of com- 


the Church of God which clearly 
defines its origin, its work and 
practice. ‘‘Take heed therefore 
unto yourselves, and to all the 
flock, over thee which the Holy 


Ghost hath made you overseers, 


to feed the Church of God, 
which he hath purchased with 
his own blood.” Acts 20:28. The 
Syriac Version reads, “The Holy 
Spirit hath established you bish- 
ops; that you feed the church of 
God, which He hath acquired by 
His blood.” 


When this tremendous price 
was paid for the Church of God, 
Christ, the second Adam, was 
already in the sleep of death 
when his side was _ pierced. 
He was not killed by the 
the spear that was thrust into 
His side, but when they found 
Him already dead, they thrust 
the spear into His side. Jesus had 
previously declared that He had 
power to lay His life down and 
to take it up again. This was 
all in the divine plan of redemp- 
tion and the bringing into ex- 
istence of the grandest and no-

“So we, 
being many, are one body in 
Christ, and every one members 
one of another.” Rom. 12:5 
“Now ye are the body of Christ, 
and members in particular.” 1 
Cor. 12:27. “Which is His body, 
the fulness of him that filleth all 
in all.” Eph. 1:28. 


The second Adam both hu- 
man and divine coming forth 
from the purest and noblest of 
God’s creafion then comes from 
His wounded side, the beautiful 
bride, the Church of God, the 
body of Christ.

I am afraid, dear ones, that the Lord 
will have something against those 
that don’t love the name, Church of 
God. Sometimes when we talk to 
saints about the Church of God we 
hear them say, “It doesn’t make any 
difference about the name. There is 
nothing in the name.” But I want to 
declare, dear children, that there is 
something in the name. Let us notice 
1 Kings 8:48. “Hear thou in heaven 
thy dwelling place, and do according 
to all that the stranger calleth to thee 
for, that all people of the earth may 
know thy name, to fear thee, as do thy 
people Israel; and that they may know 
that this house, which I have builded, 
is called by thy name.” We see then 
that this house or temple that Solo- 
mon builded was only a type of the 
real Church of God today. The forty- 
fourth verse shows that it was built 
for His name and not for some other 
name. 

We understand that God at first 
chose a place in Shiloh for His name 
to dwell. And I realize even to this 
day that He has chosen a place for His 
name to dwell. The Lord of glory 
‘came to this world to redeem unto 
Himself a people, even to ¢all out a 
people of the Gentiles for His name 
and to set up and establish His Church 
of which He said the gates of hell 
should not prevail against it. This 
church that Christ established certain- 
ly was called by the Father’s name 
(Church of God). 

To prove this we notice after 
Church was established we hear 
apostle writing to the churches and 
calling them the Church of God. For 
instance we notice the letter to the 
Corinthians reads thus: “Paul called 
to be an apostle of Jesus — Christ 
through the will of God, and Sosthenes 
our brother, unto the church of God 
which is at Corinth, to them that are 
sanctified in Christ Jesus, called to be 
saints, with all that in every place call 
upon the name of Jesus Christ our 
Lord, both theirs and ours.” 

Now this house was to be called the 
Church of God and that is exactly what 
Paul called it. Many people of today. 
would have called it the Christian 
church because they were Christians. 
Others would call it the Pentecostal 
church because they had the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost as the people re 
ceived on the day of pentecost. But 
it was a place the Lord had chosen for 
His name to dwell and it must be 
called the Church of God bécause it 
was His and belonged to Him and 
must be called by His name. 

The Church of God is what it was 
called under the former rain of the 
Holy Ghost but when the former rain 
quit falling and people began to drift

God begins to be almost lost to human 
vision and other names began to be 
set up until now there are hundreds of 
names and not two of them teaching 
the same thing. Yet, all say they are 
right. But listen, the Church of God 
existed at the time of the former rain 
and doesn’t it look reasonable that she 
would exist at the time of the latter 
rain? ‘The Lord said, “The true light 
now shineth” which applied to the 
time of the early church. 

We notice in Zech, 14:7. “But it 
shall come to pass, that at evening 
‘time it shall be light.” Hallelujah! 
Dear ones, my heart leaps within me 
for joy to know that the dear Lord has 
chosen a place in these last days for 
His name to dwell while the evening 
light is shining.

Dear saints, let us be faithful and 
have patience and He says He will 
keep us “from ,the hour of temptation 
which shall come upon all the world 
to try them that dwell upon the earth.” 
Rev. 3:10. 

Daniel speaking of the same, said, 
Every one that was found written in 
the Book would be delivered. The dear 
Lord said, “Behold, I come quickly: 
hold that fast which thou hast, that 
no man take thy crown, Him that 
overcometh will I make a pillar in 
the temple of my God, and he shall go 
no more out: and I will write upon 
him the name of my God, and the 
name of the city of my God, which is 
new Jerusalem, which cometh down 
out of heaven from my God; and I 
will write upon him my new name.”

Paul tells us, “There must be also 
heresies among ‘you. that they which 
are approved may be made manifest 
amgng you.” The Syriac version has 
it, “For there are to be contentions 
among you, that the approved among 
you may be known.” ‘ 


Now the thought that Paul brings 
forth is, that’ there was something 
in the church or among the members 
of the church that was not approved. 
God didn’t approve it, neither did 
the good, honest, spiritual and up- 
right members of the church ap- 
prove it. Well what shall be done? 
If we dig after it there will arise 


trouble in the Church at Corinth. If: 


we push it too rapidly we will hurt 
Sylvanus’ feelings, Yes and a certain 
sister told me that if we kept prying 
into that thing, Stephanas and his 
household were coming out of the 
church. I heard another good broth- 
er say, “Fortunatus thinks we should 
just kind a smooth the thing over 
for fear we should split the church 
wide open. I know Brother For- 
tunatus. He is a good, easy go lucky 
kind of a man. He wouldn’t have a 
division to come for anything. He 
would rather smother the thing out 
than risk a split coming, but I 
was talking to Achaicus and he is 
in favor of digging to the bottom of 
the thing because he really thinks 
there is something in the Church 
that God doesn’t approve. God of 
course knows. His all seeing eye 
sees all things. He knows right 
where that disapproved thing lies.” 

Paul kept working with the church 
till he got them to deal with a man 
who was a fornicator. He greatly 
disapproved of this man remaining in 
the church. Also he showed his dis- 
approval of them retaining him as 
a member of the church. So _ the 
evidence is they dealt with him, then 
later received him back. 


The Division Came 


Paul further states, “I hear thait 
there be divisions among you.” Was 
it so? Yes some went with Apollos; 
some with Paul; some with Cephas, 
but others said, “I will not go either 
way, but just stand for Christ.” I 
wonder if they can stand off: and 
defiantly crow. “I’m not for either 


side. I’m for Christ,” when to “be 


against His Church is to be against 
Iiim. The man that is against my 
household is against me. 


Well I fancy I can realize just how 
the people of the Church of God at 
Corinth felt. They had worked to- 
gether so faithfully for perhaps years, 
but now there is trouble in’ the camp. 
Something had gone wrong and that 
something Paul intimates is greatly 
disapproved of. There are now many 
aching hearts. What shall we do? 
To dig it ont would dig up _ the 
wheat. Brother Achaicus, what does 
Brother Paul say about this? “Well 


uridesirable things which had been 
worked off on the Church and had 
no approval of God nor the most 
spiritual members, and we couldn't 
deal with that special thing, that 
something must take place among 
them, before that which is approved 
could be manifested.” Well what did 
he say? He said, “There must be 
heresies, (margin, sects,) * * * that 
they which are approved may be 
manifested.” That is brought to light 
where all can see which is the right 
and which is the error.” Notice the 
Syriac says, “There are to be con- 
tenitions” “are to be” why? That 
the approved among you may be 
known. Some will worry about con- 
tentions and say, “I wish I had nev- 
er seen the Church of God.” Others 
say, “I’m going back to the Method- 
ist or Baptist ete. I don’t be- 
lieve this is the Church of God or 
we would never have the  conten- 
tions we are having.” They forget 
that while the sea is calm the 
dead carcasses and filth floats 
peacefully on the bosom of the 
waters, but let a commotion arise 
then the filth is thrown out on the 
shore. 


I tell you God knows’ why this 
terrible commotion has come to the 
Church’ of God. The billows have 
surged, the lightnings have flashed 
and thunders roared, but hundreds 
have sat steadily in the boat, expect- 
ing God to man the whole affair. 


Please don’t anyone think that

That is the 
way God has planned to get wrong 
things out. The dead. carcasses don’t 
have to do anything. te get to the 
shore but to prove themselves dead 
and they will just float to one side, 
then the mighty ocean rolls back to 
her bed to emit vapors toward the 
skies to be carried by the clouds to 
bless the nations, soit is with the old 
Church ot God, “There are to be” 
such things in ner career in this life, 
she then settles back on her main 
base to emit blessings under the in- 
fluence of the “Sun of righteousness,” 
to bless the nations of the world.

Some are under the impression 
that we are neglected, especially the 
Kentucky home (boy’s home). We 
are more able now to make our 
Statements on this subject, since the 
financial reports have been sent out 
through the Evangel.

ing to St. Matthew and is used in 
none of the other gospels. It is 
first mentioned by John the Baptist 
when he came

John’s great work, accordingly, was 
to awaken this feeling and hold out 
the hope of a speedy and precious 
remedy. 


Repentance 


About six months later when Je 
sus heard that John was in prison, 
and directly atter his temptation in 
the wilderness, He not only took up 
the strain, but gave forth the identi- 
cal summons of His forerunner, 
“Repent for the kingdom of heaven 
is at hand.” 


In Christ’s sermon on the mount, 
He said, “Blessed are the poor in 
spirit for their’s is the kingdom of 
heaven.” The poor in Spirit not only 
shall have, they already have’ the 
kingdom. They are enriched with 
the fulness of Christ, which is the 
kingdom in substance. When Christ 
shall say to them from His great 
white throne, “Come, ye blessed of 
my Father, inherit the Kingdom pre- 
pared for you.” He will invite them 
merely to the full enjoyment of an 
already possessed. inheritance. The 
kingdom of heaven is also promised to 
those which are persecuted for right- 
eouness’ sake. 


At another time Jesus said, “That 
except your righteousness shall ex- 
ceed the righteouness of the scribes 
and Pharisees, ye shall in no case 
enter into the kingdom of heaven.” 
Cur Lord’s teaching here stretches 
beyond the present scene to that ev- 


forth, was to preach, “The kingdom 
of heaven is at hand” just as Christ 
and His forerunner had preached. 


Christ spoke eleven parables on the 
Kingdom in the gospel of Matthew. 


The first was the “Tares and the 
wheat.” The kingdom of ‘heaven here 
is likened unio a man which sowed 
good seed in his field. The object of 
the “Good and bad fish” is the same 
with that of the tares and wheat. 
But as its details are fewer so its 
teaching is less rich and varied. 


The third and fourth parables, are 
the “Mustard seed” and “the Leaven.” 
“The kingdom of heaven is like to a 
grain of mustard seed, which a man 
took, and sowed in his field,” ‘and 
“like unto leaven, which a woman 
took and hid in three measures of 
meal, till the whole was leavened.” 
They show forth the growth of the 
kingdom from the smallest beginning 
to ultimate universality. 


The fifth and sixth parables on the 
kingdom of heaven are the “Hidden

treasure” and the “Pearl of great 
price.” 
Here the kingdom of heaven is 


“like unto a treasure hid in a field; 
the which when a man hath found, 
he hideth, and for joy thereof goeth 
and selleth all that he hath, and 


“Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
unto a merchant man, seeking 
goodly pearls: Who, when he had 
found one pearl of great price, went 
and sold all that he had, and bought 
st.” 

These two parables represent the 
priceless value of the blessings of 
the kingdom. While the one parable 


represents the kingdom as_ found 
without seeking, the other holds 
forth the kingdom as sought and 


found. 

The kingdom of heaven is likened 
unto a certain king who would take 
account of his servants. 

Again it is like unto a man that is 
an house-holder which went out early 
in the morning to hire labourers in 
his vineyard. Next, it is like unto 
a certain king which made a mar- 
riage for his son. }
